Next, the manual says that in automatic, when you stop, the AFA should 
anounce the Freq. Well, sometimes it does, and sometimes it doesn't, on 
mine.

Got my AFA chip from Dave, for my forty meter version of the NC20, and I 
notice that the calibration seems to be off. Anyone else notice this? 
Example, I tune the dial very slowly, till I hear the "40" signal, put 
the rig into "tune" mode via the tick keyer, and output into a dummy 


load. Go to my Icom 706, across the room and tune in the sig. using my 
Timewave DSP-9 at 100 Hz band pass and tune in the NC20/40's signal at 
7.041.28 kHz. Tune in the NC20/40 for "39" and pick up the signal on the 
706 at 7.040.32 kHz.

I spent all of my Memorial Day weekend engaged in antenna construction, but 
didn't get done in time for the WPX contest. 


My first mistake was buying Antenna Classics :%) (No, I don't want to revive 


THAT thread) 


I was so inspired that I built a 4 bay Sterba Curtain for 10 meters. 200 
feet of 14ga copper, 200 ft of 450 ohm twin lead (which my son refers to as 
mouse ladder) 5lbs of solder, 20 plastic dog bones, 1 cylinder of propane 
and 3 days of time later, it is truly awe inspiring to look at. The 2:1 swr 
curve is VERY broad, and seems to accept RF well. It's oriented north and 
south, so the major lobes are east and west. Yes, I know it is supposed to 
use 12 dog bones, but I fried a few with the torch till I got the hang of 
soldering with it. A 15 watt pencil iron will NOT do much of anything for 
antenna work. 


So, after all the sweat, burned fingers, melted dog bones, and more than a 
few bottles of Corona (standard disclaimer), the unasked question will now 
be asked, to wit: 


I also gave a listen with my reference dipole, and found nothing but static 
with that too...

Twice since 1957 I have lapsed into CW inactivity, the first time for 9 years 
and the second time for 25 years. Both times, when I picked it up again it 
was indeed like getting back on the bicycle. Wobbly at first, but not for 
long. 


In 1996 I got me a Sierra kit (always liked building kits), built it, and got 
back on the air. Hadn't been on CW since 1971. First time I ever used QRP, 
too, and what a blast! I amazed myself by starting out comfortably at 15-16 
wpm and progressing to my old 20+ within a month or so. Passed the 20 WPM 
code test after 3 months (took a while to get my hand to copy as fast as my 
ear), and the Extra written test a month later. 


BTW, I copy in my head. Day to day, I rarely write anything down except what 
I need for my log entries. 


The former high speed military op should be able to get up and steady with 
relatively little effort. As somebody pointed out, ham procedures are 
different from military, but that should be a non-issue. 


By all means, encourage this fellow to get licensed, and get him on the air! 
If he wants some on-air help, try being a Code Buddy and set up regular 


practice sessions. Then stick to the schedule. Try using 10 or 6 meters 
after 8 PM local time -- they're usually dead by then and you'll have the 


whole place to yourselves. I'm doing exactly that with a friend right now. 

He is only 4 miles away, so we keep the power down to QRP levels during our 
sessions. Occasionally other locals join in, and I hear there are a couple of 
newer hams who may join our sessions soon.

>Now the questions:

The main difference is that option 323, the military version, deletes 
the phase locking function. 


The 8640 has a free running oscillator. It is not synthesized, which 
is how it gets its very low phase noise spec. It will drift a bit. 

I found that after warmup, it would slowly drift up and down several 
kHz. The frequency is measured by a built-in counter which displays 
the actual output frequency. To compensate for the drift, HP added a 
manual phase lock. To use, you dial in the frequency you need, as 
displayed on the counter, then push the phaselock button, which closes 
the PL loop and keeps the oscillator locked onto the internal counter 
reference. You cannot adjust the frequency again without unlocking 
the loop. 


Option 323 deletes the PLL, so you are left with the fundamental 
stability of the oscillator, which is still very good. If you are 
running long unattended tests, it may be a problem, otherwise it 
usually doesn't matter. 


The 323 option also adds pulse modulation capability and a rugged 
military style case. 


>2) Can these units do any other tests besides a straight signal gen, 
like freq. 
>sweep, etc.? 


No sweep, but they do have AM and FM modulation capability, and of 
course, the calibrated output level. Other options are available, 
including a frequency doubler to extend the output to 1 GHz, and 
reverse power protection. 


>3) What is a good price for these? 


8640B opt 323 $500 to $600 for good working unit. 
8640B $600 to $1200 depending on condition, but generally working. 


>4) Are there other units that I should be looking for that would fit 
the bill 
>and be less expensive? 


You can get by with a Heathkit signal gen for $25, but the HP 8640 is 
best for receiver testing. 


>5) Is there anything in particular to look out for when buying a used 
HP? 


Make sure the previous owner did not blow out the output amp/attn by 
transmitting into it. In fact, try to find a unit with the reverse 
power protection option installed -- it will be identified by a label 
next to the signal output connector. Sometimes the attenuator 
knob/cam mechanism gets screwed up, resulting in screwy output levels, 
but this is easily fixed. Make sure the cavity oscillator is working 
100%. These are very costly to replace. If the seller says that it 
has no output, but should be easy to fix, it probably means the 
oscillator is gonzo, and the whole thing is near worthless. 


One other warning. Once you've bought one piece of premium test 
equipment, you will soon be prowling the flea markets for a used 
spectrum analyzer, and you will know that you are hooked.

Near as I can tell, you can just ask it for a plot of v/i after the 
appropriate analysis. If you want Zin vs f, do an AC analysis, and then: 


plot abs(v(node) /i(vsig) ) 

where node is the node number that your signal source is connected to, and 
vsig is the signal source itself. You can also do, say, a plot of 
ph(v...) to get a phase plot. Or, if you're being xreallyx clever, you 
could even try : 

plot abs(...) vs ph(...) 


to get a cartesian impedance plot vs. frequency. 


I'm not sure how to get a plot of Zin vs Zout. In Pspice, you could do a 
"parameter sweep", but I don't remember how to do that in regular spice, 


and I haven't got a copy handy here. I seem to remember DC sweeps being 
useful for this, but I'm not sure.
